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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  and  the  Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

I  hereby  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Southbridge  Public  Schools.  This  is  the  seventy- 
ninth  in  a  series  of  such  reports. 

PERSONNEL 

During  the  year  we  again  found  a  number  of  staff  people 
leaving  or  retiring  after  serving  the  community  and  the 
school  system  with  distinction.  Some  of  the  positions 
were   filled  without  any  difficulty  due  to  the  increase  in 
the  availability  of  qualified  applicants .  However,  science, 
mathematics,  physical  education,  industrial  arts,  music, 
and  art  were  areas  in  which  we  found  few  if  any  available 
qualified  candidates. 

The  universities  and  colleges  are  training  more  students 
for  the  teaching  profession. 

This  situation  (referring  to  colleges  and  students)  will 
help  to  improve  the  quality  of  our  education  program  as 
better  prepared  teachers  fill  our  vacancies  in  the  future. 
With  the  exception  of  the  special  areas  listed  above,  we 
can  anticipate  an  ever  increasing  number  of  candidates 
applying  for  each  opening  we  have  in  the  school  system. 

Mr.  Wilfred  M.  Forcier  retired  this  year  after  six  years 
of  fine  service  to  the  school  system  in  general  and  to  the 
Charlton  St.  School  in  particular.  For  the  past  two  years 
he  served  as  president  of  the  Southbridge  Custodial  Asso- 
ciation. He  also  was  active  in  the  State  Association  as 
a  Director,  and  this  past  year  he  was  chairman  at  the 
Annual  State  Meeting.  We  wish  him  good  health  and  lon- 
gevity in  his  retirement  years. 

Mrs.  Edith  Freeman  retired  as  Cafeteria  Manager  after 
serving  the  school  system  for  seventeen  years.  When  she 
first  assumed  the  responsibilities  of  manager,  the  hot 
lunch  program  was  thousands  of  dollars  in  the  red.  How 
ever,  through  her  dedicated  approach  to  the  problem,  the 
program  made  up  the  deficit  and  has  been  operating  in 
the  black  year  after  year.  A  few  years  ago,  she  helped 
expand  the  lunch  schedule  so  that  hot  lunches  could  be 
offered  to  the  students  in  two  of  the  elementary  schools. 
Thus,    over  the  years  she  has  helped  the  project  almost 
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double  in  size,  and  yet,  the  quality  of  the  program  meets 
the  needs  of  the  students .  She  will  be  missed  by  her  many 
friends  and  colleagues.  We  wish  her  every  happiness  in 
her  retirement  years. 

Mrs.  Alice  Dion,  a  junior  high  English  teacher,  and  Miss 
Patricia  Callahan,  a  junior  high  Social  Studies  teacher 
retired  after  eighty-two  years  of  dedicated  service  to 
education  with  almost  all  of  that  time  spent  teaching  the 
youth  of  Southbridge.  We  wish  these  devoted  teachers 
every  success  in  their  retirement  years. 

Mrs.  Helen  R.  Golden  a  fourth  grade  teacher  at  the  West 
Street  school  died  in  1970,  during  her  twenty-third  year  of 
outstanding  service  to  the  boys  and  girls  in  the  elementary 
schools.  Her  happy  personality  and  her  understanding 
nature  will  live  in  our  hearts  for  many  years.  We  extend 
our  sincere  sympathy  to  her  family  and  friends. 

This  year  found  a  continueu  improvement  in  the  curriculum 
and  an  expansion  of  services  to  the  youth  of  the  community. 
A  Director  of  Athletics  and  Physical  Education  Coordinator 
was  hired  in  order  to  allow  the  vice-principal  of  the  high 
school  time  to  help  improve  the  total  school  program  at 
the  secondary  level.  Mr.  James  Kroll  has  assumed  the 
responsibilities  of  the  position  with  confidence.  He  brings 
with  him  a  great  deal  of  experience  and  professional 
knowledge  that  should  result  in  upgrading  both  areas  of 
concern.  Although  the  results  of  his  involvement  will  not 
be  completely  evident  for  some  time,  we  can  honestly 
say,  that  the  overall  improvement  in  both  the  Athletic 
Department  and  the  Physical  Education  areas  is  greater 
than  we  anticipated. 

Dr.    Robert   Mueller,    a  school  psychiatrist,  was  hirad 
on  a  part-time  basis  to  help  teachers  and  students  with 
problems  that  we  have  not  been  able  to  handle  in  the  past. 
He   meets  with  the  teachers,  administrators,  counselors, 
nurses,    and   students   on  a  monthly  schedule  set  up  by 
Mr.  Boudreau,    Director  of  Guidance.    Again,   it  is  too 
early  to   evaluate   the   contribution  he  is  making  to  the 
school   system.    Nevertheless,    many   individuals  have 
been  helped  over  this  short  period  of  time.  We  hope  that 
this   success   will  continue  so  that  the  possibility  of  ex- 
panding this  program  will  receive  support  in  the  near  future. 

The  School  Committee  appointed  coordinators  at  the  junior 
high  school.  These  coordinators  now  have  the  responsi- 
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bility  to  work  withthe  teachers  in  the  major  subject  matter 
areas  in  grades  five  through  eight.  In  the  past,  the  respon- 
sibility has  been  squarely  on  the  shoulders  of  the  principal. 
But,  with  a  student  enrollment  of  over  eight  hundred  and 
a  professional  staff  approaching  fifty,  some  other  solution 
had  to  be  found.  We  believe  that  with  department  chairmen 
at  the  high  school,  coodinators  at  the  middle  school,  and 
principals  at  the  elementary  school  that  increased  activity 
will  result  in  a  better  curriculum  from  grades  one  through 
twelve. 


NEW  PROGRAMS 


The  high  school  initiated  many  new  programs  even  though 
the  enrollment  has  increased  nearly  two-hundred  students 
beyond  the  five-hundred  and  fifty  the  school  was  built  to 
accommodate. 

1.  New  courses  were  introduced  offering  more  choices 
within  specific  disciplines  -  English  Composition 
Dialectics,  Drama,  Humanities  and  Spanish  IV. 

2.  Orientation  evening  meetings  were  held  for  parents 
of  new  students. 

3.  New  clubs  were  formed  -  Chefs'  Club  and  Girls'  In- 
dustrial Arts . 

4.  Evening  programs  were  initiated  in  the  guidance  area 
for  parents  of  seniors. 

5.  Small  groups  of  students  meet  periodically  with  the 
administration  to  discuss  problems. 

A  Committee   consisting  of  parents,  teachers,  and  admin- 
istrators has  been  meeting  to  study  and  develop  a  program 
that  will   improve  the  reporting  of  students'  progress  to 
parents.  A  report  will  be  submitted  to  the  School  Committee 
in  the  near  future  for  their  consideration. 
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A  Private-Public  School  Council  has  been  formed  to  study 
the  possibility  of  shared  programs  and  staff.  Every  school 
in  Southbridge  has  representation  on  the  council.  Members 
of  the  council  visited  Northboro  to  study  the  successful 
mutual  program  they  have  in  operation.  Representatives 
of  the  Building  Committee  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  met  with  Bishop  Flanagan  and  Father  Thomas  to 
discuss  the  future  of  parochial  education  in  Southbridge. 
As  a  result  of  these  meetings  and  conferences,  a  better 
understanding  has  developed  between  the  private  and 
public  school  sectors  of  our  society.  This  council  will 
continue  to  meet  and  explore  areas  of  concern  and  develop 
programs  that  will  benefit  all  students  in  Southbridge. 

Inservice  Courses  were  offered  again  in  Audio-visual  Aids 
and  the  Spaulding  Reading  Method  for  teachers  and  parents 
in  Southbridge.  Courses  to  help  teachers  in  the  testing 
and  the  programming  of  boys  and  girls  with  learning  dis- 
abilities were  offered  locally  through  Americam  Interna- 
tional College  and  Quinsigamond  Community  College.  A 
new  course,  "The  Teacher  Today",  was  offered  this  fall. 

The  addition  of  a  branch  of  Quinsigamond  Community  Col- 
lege in  our  high  school  building  has  opened  a  new  chapter 
in  the  educational  field  for  the  town  of  Southbridge.  This 
fall  nearly  150  students  enrolled  in  a  degree  program  or 
enrolled  for  enrichment  purposes.  As  more  people  take 
advantage  of  this  opportunity,  we  can  anticipate  the  state 
constructing  a  facility  in  Southbridge  to  accommodate  an 
ever  increasing  enrollment. 

The  Guidance  Department  increased  its  testing  program  in 
the  areas  of  reading  readiness  for  all  first  grade  students 
and  modern  math  for  students  in  grades  five  through  eight. 
In  January  all  fourth  grade  students  in  Massachusetts  will 
take  achievement  tests.  This  will  be  the  first  state-wide 
testing  program  in  recent  history  in  the  Commonwealth. 

A  work-study  program  instructed  by  Mr.  Anthony  Chlapow- 
ski  was   initiated  this  past  summer.  The  amount  of  work 
accomplished  by  the  boys  saved  the  town  thousands  of 
dollars . 

Mrs.  Camella  Dintini  directed  both  a  summer  and  a  year 
round  Title  1  Reading  program.  During  the  summer  months 
a  booklet   entitled,  "Learning-Doing-Living",  was  devel- 
oped by  Mrs.  Dintini  and  her  staff.  If  you  have  not  had 
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an  opportunity  to  read  this   most   informative  booklet, 
please  contact  her  at  the  Charlton  Street  School. 

Title  11,  Library  Funds,  and  Title  111,  new  curriculum 
studies,  were  continued  this  year.  Mr.  V.  James  Puracchio 
developed  his  fourth  of  a  five  year  program  to  expand  the 
geography  and  social  studies  curriculum  for  grades  one 
through  eight. 

Mr.  Francis  Flanagan  again  supervised  the  summer  Head 
Start  Program.  This   program  has   been  most  successful 
over  the  past  five  years,  but  due  to  a  cut  back  in  Federal 
funds,  a  Head  Start  Program  will  not  operate  this  coming 
year. 

The  Supertintendents  of  theTri-Communitv  area  developed 
a  Title  VI  Project  to  expand  our  Perceptually  Handicapped 
Program.  Although  the  money  was  slow  in  arriving,  it  did 
help  to  supplement  the  salary  of  our  teachers. 

FACILITIES 

During  the  past  four  years,  the  School  Committee,  a  school 
Planning  Committee,  and  a  School  Building  Committee  has 
been  studying  the  present  and  future  building  needs  of  the 
town  of  Southbridge.  Three  reports  have  been  submitted 
to  the  voters.  A  fourth  report  will  be  issued  in  the  near 
future  by  the  Building  Committee  with  specific  recommen- 
dations. This  review  will  be  just  an  outline  of  the  Building 
Committee' s  activities  over  the  past  year. 

1.  The  Committee  studied  all  previous  reports  to  familiar- 
ize themselves  with  the  problem. 

2.  They  visited  every  school  in  Southbridge  to  see  at  first 
hand  the   actual  condition  of  the  building,  the  utiliz- 
ation of  space,  and  to  discuss  the  needs  as  visualized 
by  the  principals. 

3 .  Enrollment  figures  and  projections  were  studied  in  order 
to  analyze  the  minimum  needs  of  the  school  system. 

4.  The  Committee  met  with  a  representative  from  the  school 
Building  Assistance  Commission  to  explore  our  needs 
in  terms  of  State  requirements. 
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5.  They  evaluated  the  credentials  and  interviewed  a  num- 
ber of  architects.  During  this  period  they  also  visited 
schools  built  by  the  architects  and  talked  to  the  admin- 
istrators and  staff  regarding  the  functional  aspects  of 
the  building. 

6.  A  number  of  plans  were  developed  that  would  solve  the 
building  needs  of  Southbridge.  Following  a  great  deal 
of  study  they  agreed  to  two  possible  solutions  to 
present  to  the  voters. 

7.  Educational  specifications  were  developed  by  the 
Building  Committee  to  present  to  the  architects  so  that 
rough  plans  could  be  drawn  enabling  the  architects  to 
arrive  at  some  dollar  value. 

8.  Three  articles  will  be  presented  to  the  voters  in  March 
The  first  two  articles  will  request  funds  to  carry  the 
Building  Committee  through  final  plans.  If  the 
voters  approve  one  of  the  two  articles,  the  Building 
Committee  will  return  to  the  voters  sometime  in  the 
future  requesting  the  town  to  approve  an  exact  cost 
figure  to  alleviate  the  school  building  problems  of 
Southbridge.  The  third  article  will  request  funds  to 
purchase  land  so  that  any  new  building  will  have  space 
for  construction. 

The  Building  Committee  will  discuss  its  plans  with  the 
School  Committee,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,,  the  Finance 
Committee,  Parent-Teachers'  Organizations,  Service 
Organizations  and  at  open  hearings  for  all  interested 
voters.  During  the  next  few  months,  please  take  every 
opportunity  to  familiarize  yourself  with  the  school  Build- 
ing Committee  plans.  The  need  for  additional  classroom 
space  is  acute  in  all  buildings  and  in  all  areas.  This 
year  one  of  our  Basic  Education  Classes  had  to  meet  in  the 
basement  of  the  Charlton  Street  School.  Since  the  room 
had  only  one  exit,  some  other  accommodation  had  to  be 
found  for  the  classes.  The  building  next  to  the  Charlton 
Street  School  was  vacated,  and  Mr.  George,  the  owner, 
offered  the  building  to  the  school  department  for  $60  per 
month.  He  also  agreed  to  sell  the  property  for  $8,  000 
with  the  monthly  rental  cost  being  deducted  from  the  pur 
chase  price. 

We  have  checked  with  the  State  Department-Special  Edu 
cation     Division  and  they  have  agreed  to  reimburse  the 
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town  5  0%  of  the  cost  if  the  building  is  purchased  by  the 
town.    Since  the  building   is  in  good  condition,  and  is 
convenient  to  the  Charlton  Street  School,  as  well  as  being 
inexpensive,    the  School  Committee   has  submitted  an 
article  requesting  that  the  town  purchase  the  building. 


CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion  let  me  summarize  the  report  by  stating  that: 

1.  The  schools  have  continued  to  improve,  first,  in  terms 
of  the  curriculum  and  better  learning  opportunities  for 
the  students,  and  second  in  overall  maintenance  and 
utilization  of  plant. 

2.  A  new  era  has  started  in  the  town  with  the  establish- 
ment of  a  branch  of  Quins igamond  Community  College 
in  the  Southbridge  High  School. 

3.  The  School  Building  Committee  has  worked  diligently 
to  derive  the  best  plan  for  solving  our  school  building 
needs  at  the  lowest  possible  cost  to  the  town. 

4.  The  School  Committee   has   continued  to  support  im- 
proved education  for  the  community  always  keeping  in 
mind  the  town's  overall  ability  to  pay. 

5.  The   administrators  and  staff  have  continued  to  study 
and  improve  the  educational  climate  with  a  total  com- 
mitment to  meet  the  needs  of  every  child  in  our  schools . 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  School  Committee,  the  Building 
Committee,  the  staff,  the  students,  and  the  citizens  for 
their  support  and  encouragement  this  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHBRIDGE  HIGH  SCHOOL

Increased  enroHment,  overcrowdedness ,  expansion  of  the 
carriculum  and  co-curricular  activities,  greater  teacher 
and  student  involvement  in  the  total  school  program  were 
all  features  of  the  year  1970  at  Southbridge  High  School. 

CURRICULUM 

In   spite   of  serious   overcrowdedness ,  we  continued  to 
broaden  our  curriculum  by  adding  five  new  courses:  Eng- 
lish Composition,    Debating,    Drama,  Humanities ,  and 
Spanish  IV. 

Considerable  research  in  curriculum  development  was 
conducted  in  1970.  Our  English  Department,  after  months 
of  investigation  and  evaluation,  developed  an  Elective 
English  Program  that  will  be  ready  for  our  students  in 
September,  1971.  This  will  be  one  of  the  most  compre- 
hensive elective  program.s  found  in  the  high  schools  of 
the  Commonwealth.  Mr.  Boyle,  our  English  Department 
Head,  and  his  staff  deserve  the  highest  commendation 
for  their  exellent  contribution. 

Three  other  courses  were  developed  and  will  also  be  ready 
for  our  students  in  September,  19  71:  Harvard  Project  Phys- 
ics, Health,  and  Personal  Typewriting.  Mr.  Byron  and 
Mrs.  Cross,  Heads  of  Science  and  Business  Departments 
respectively  and  their  staffs,  developed  these  three 
courses  and  they,  too,  deserve  our  comxmendations  for  their 
exellent  work. 

An  interesting  development  in  19  7  0  was  the  tremendous 
growth  noted  in  our  Home  Economics  Department.  The 
student  demand  for  home  economics  courses  more  than 
tripled  in  1970.  The  teacher  completely  responsible  for 
this  phenomenal  growth  was  Mrs.  Linton  who  came  to  us 
in  September,  1969.  The  whole  Home  Economics  Program 
really  became  "alive"  and  relevant  under  her  direction. 
In  fact,  her  tremendous  success  in  stimulating  interest 
in  home  economics  necessitated  the  addition  of  another 
home  economics  teacher  to  meet  the  high  student  demand 
for  courses  in  this  department. 
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CO-CURRICULAR  PROGRAM 


The  Co-curricular  Program  at  Southbridge  High  School  at- 
tempts to  serve  the  special  interests  of  individual  students. 
The  Program  is  now  broad  enough  to  meet  the  needs  of  most 
of  our  students.  It  includes  the  following  clubs:  Art,  Biol- 
ogy,  Chefs,   Chemistry,  Debate,  Drama,  French,  Future 
Nurses,  Future  Secretaries ,  Future  Teachers,  Girls'  Indus- 
trial Arts,    Gym,    Instructional  Materials,    Math,  Pep, 
Science,  Ski,  Spanish,  Varsity. 

NEW  CONSTRUCTION 

Three  classrooms  were  subdivided  in  order  to  provide  three 
additional  teaching  stations.  These  subdivisions  made  it 
possible  for  us  to  take  care  of  21  more  sections  during 
each  school  day.  Had  we  not  subdivided  in  this  manner, 
we  would  have  been  unable  to  provide  the  necessary  space 
for  our  increased  enrollment  and  expanded  curriculum.  In 
fact,  when  school  opened  in  September,  19  70,  our  plant 
utilization  was  at  100%. 

SUMMER  SCHOOL 

The  total  enrollment  in  our  1970  Summer  School  was  167: 
132   from  Southbridge   and   3  5   from  the  communities  of 
Charlton,  Dudley,  Webster,  Oxford,  and  Sturbridge. 

The  following  objectives  of  our  Summer  Program  were  met 
with  considerable  success  by  those  in  attendance:  helped 
make   up  credits  lost  during  the  year,  raised  grades,  pro- 
vided  a   preview  of  courses  to  be  taken  in  the  Fall,  and 
strenthened  foundations  in  specific  subjects. 

The  continued  success  of  our  Summer  School  Programs  in 
meeting  the  needs  of  our  students  is  most  encouraging.  We 
hope  to  broaden  our  Program  next  year  by  offering  more  en- 
richment courses. 
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GRADUATION 


Graduation  exercises  were  held  at  Dresser  Street  Field  on 
June  14,  1970.

SOUTHBRIDGE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS

In  1970  Guidance  services  continued  to  become  an  integral 
part  of  the  total  educational  program  at  all  grade  levels. 
The  main  function  of  the  department  is  to  assist  each  indi- 
vidual student  to  achieve  his  maximum  personal  and  edu- 
cational development. 

For  many  varied  reasons  growing  up  and  going  to  school 
is  not  the  same  experience  for  all  children  today.  Under- 
standing this,  the  Department  of  Guidance  strives  to  help 
the  student  to  know  himself,  to  make  suitable  decisions 
regarding  his  educational  and  vocational  plans,  to  over- 
come personality  defects,  and  to  develop  strengths  that 
will  enable  him  to  live  with  himself  and  others  in  positive, 
constructive  ways .  To  this  end  the  basic  services  of  the 
department  remain  as  stated  in  previous  reports.  However, 
the  following  new  programs  were  added  this  year  in  order 
to  provide  some  of  the  services  so  necessary  to  help  young 
people  today. 

1.  Southbridge  Schools  have  engaged  the  services  of  a 
Child  Psychiatrist  for  one  evening  per  week. 

2.  The  testing  program  was  expanded  in  two  areas .  Read- 
ing Readiness   Tests  were  administered  to  all  first 
graders,  and  Modern  Math  testing  of  pupils  in  grades 

5  through  8.  Both  of  these  programs  lead  to  the  tail- 
oring of  programs  to  meet  student  needs. 

3.  The  department  cooperated  in  the  International 
Achievement  Study  in  conjunction  with  Columbia 
University.  Ten-year  olds,  fourteen-year  olds  and 
twelfth  graders  were  tested  in  Science  and  Reading. 

4.  Counselors  worked  closely  with  the  Mass.  Dept.  of 
Mental  Health,  through  monthly  conferences  with  the 
staff  at  the  local  clinic. 

5.  An  evening  program  was  started  at  the  High  School 
to  enable  parents  of  Seniors  to  meet  with  Counselors, 
to  discuss  College  plans  and  financial  aid  programs. 

6.  Counselors  on  all  levels  became  more  involved  with 
curriculum,  in  order  to  be  more  helpful  to  the  children 
they  counsel. 
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With  the  expansion  of  new  programs  and  the  increase  in 
enrollment,  the  major  need  of  the  department  is  additional 
counselors.  An  increase  in  the  counseling  staff  would 
insure  that  more  youngsters  could  benefit  from  the  pupil 
services  that  we  provide.

COLE  TRADE  HIGH  SCHOOL  REPORT 


Frank  P.  Skinyon,  Director 

The  Christmas  decorations  and  lights  which  were  erected 
and  wired  by  the  Electrical  Department  of  the  Cole  Trade 
School  were  gayly  lighting  the  down  town  section  of 
Southbridge  as  we  turned  into  the  New  Year  of  1970. 

We  approached  the  New  Year  enthusiastically  and  con- 
fidently as  we  swung  into  our  first  big  job  of  taking  the 
decorations  down,  packing  and  storing  them  carefully  so 
they  would  be  ready  for  use  again  a  year  hence. 
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The  Electrical  Department  engaged  itself  immediately  by 
installing  all  new  receptacles  for  school  machines,  new 
circuit  breakers  and  reinforced  9  0%  of  the  wiring  in  the 
Junior  High  School.  They  also  renewed  the  fire  alarm  and 
bell  system  in  the  entire  building. 

In  the  Senior  High  School  ten  new  air  conditioners  were 
installed,  all  hall  fixtures  were  replaced  to  mention  only 
a  couple  of  jobs  among  the  hundreds  of  small  jobs. 

In  the  Eastford   Road  School  extensive  wiring  was  done 
including  three  new  outlets  for  each  room. 

New   fixtures  were   installed   at  Pleasant  Street  School, 
while  Eastford  Road  School  had  all  clocks  replaced  and 
wired  by  the  hardworking  boys  of  the  Electrical  Department. 

The  Sheet  Metal  Fabrication  Department  was  busy  during 
the   year  putting  in  new  ducts,  blower  systems,  welding, 
soldering,  and  metal  fabrication.  The  department  entered 
the  Lincoln  Arc  Welding  National  Contest  and  again  won 
prizes  and  awards  for  the  school  and  the  boys  involved. 

The  Cabinet  Carpentry  Department  was  again  loaded  to 
over  capacitywith  boys  busily  making  cabinets,  building 
rooms,  counters,  floors,  stairs,  renovating  here,  repairing 
there,  and  building  new  additions  which  take  the  Cab- 
inet boys  into  every  school  building  many  times  during 
the  year. 

The  Drafting  and   Machine  departments  were  busy  doing 
their  phases  of  work  all  year. 

As   June  rolled   around  39  boys  were  graduated  from  our 
school  in  five  trades.  All  of  these  boys  went  immediately 
to  higher  education,  the  military  service  or  to  a  well  pay- 
ing job. 

September  came  and  65  new  freshmen  were  entered  in  the 
different  trades  and  started  their  training  for  their  life 
work. 

They  are  again  performing  the  jobs  that  need  to  be  done 
in  the  school  buildings  and  the  public  buildings  of  South- 
bridge.    They  are   doing  the  carpentry,  sheet  metal, mac- 
chine  and  electrical  jobs  which  will  improve  and  maintain 
the  school  and  public  property  as  they  learn  their  trades. 
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As  this  annual  report  covers  the  time  from  January  to  the 
last  of  December,  I  again  report  to  you  that  now  the  19  70 
lights  and  decorations  constructed  and  wired  by  the  Trade 
School  are  again  gayly  decorating  the  business  section 
of  our  town.

The   Pre-Vocational  program  in  Southbridge  is  now  an  ac- 
cepted  part  of  the  total  educational  system  in  this  area. 
The   boys   get   a  good  background  to  prepare  themselves 
for  whatever  trade  they  choose.   We   have  boys  from 
Charlton,    Dudley,    Southbridge   and  Webster  continuing 
our  regional  concept  of  Vocational  Education. 

The  following  projects  were  completed  by  the  boys:  Made 
and  installed  radiator  covers  for  Pre-School  Program,  made 
and  installed  bell  cover  for  Charlton  St.  School,  decora- 
tions  for  Mechanic  St.  School,  constructed  stairway  at 
Mechanic  St.  School.

School,  four  tables  for  the  A.  V.  director's  quarters,  black- 
board  for  West  St.  School,  portable  blackboard  for  High 
School,    coat  rack  for  Charlton  St.  School,   coat  rack  for 
the  High  School.

Camp  tore  down  porch  at  the  Southern  Worcester  County 
Vocational  Office,    repaired  stands  at  Dresser  St.  Field, 
resurfaced  scoreboard  with  sheet  metal  at  Dresser  St.  Field, 
fastened  screens   more  securely  over  window  at  Charlton 
St.  School,    made    six    storage    cabinets  for  storage  of 
athletic  equipment  at  the  High  School,  built  an  area  for 
a  special  class  at  Pleasant  St.  School,  made  2  book  cab- 
inets, blackboard,  bulletin  board,  tore  down  stands  that 
were  in  the  way  and  repanelled  a  wall.  Poles  were  put  up 
for  Xmas  trees  for  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.

ADULT  BASIC  EDUCATION 
ADULT  CIVIC  EDUCATION

During  1969-1970,  classes  were  held  again  for  those 
adults  interested  in  these  two  programs. 

Classes  in  both  programs  are  held  at  Mary  E.  Wells  Jr. 
High  School  from  September  through  April. 

The  purpose  of  these  classes  is  to  assist  adults  who 
either  wish  to  obtain  an  elementary  education  or  prepare 
themselves  to  become  citizens. 
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Specifically,  Adult  Basic  Education  prepares  anyone  six- 
teen years  of  age  or  over  to  complete  their  elementary 
education  or  to  give  them  a  review  of  subjects  obtained 
in  this  area.  The  purpose  of  Adult  Civic  Education  is  to 
prepare  all  non-citizens  for  citizenship,  or  to  help  any 
one  with  language  handicaps. 

ANNUAL  REPORT 
DEPARTMENT  OF  AUDIOVISUAL  INSTRUCTION 

Francis  B.  Flannagan,  Director 

The  school  exists  to  provide  an  educational  environment 
inwhich  each  child  can  develop  to  his  full  potential,  .on 
that  we  can  pretty  well  agree. 

If  there  is  to  be  effective  instruction:  and  learning,  the 
teacher  and  the  learner  must  be  able  to  use  appropriate 
materials  at  the  right  time;  availability  is  the  key  to 
utilization. 

But  the  Complexities  of  our  modern  world  reflect  a  singular 
and  remarkable  range  and  depth  and  breadth  of  resource 
materials  which  must  be  utilized  to  reach  the  levels  of 
learning  we  know  we  must  have. 

The  selection,  evaluation,  organization,  distribution,  ap 
plicationand  storage  of  these  materials,  and  the  essential 
equipment   for  their  effective  utilization,  presents  prob- 
lems of  increasing  significance  for  the  Department  of 
Audiovisual  Instruction. 

We  have  developed,  however,  certain  guiding  principles 
to  determine  the  directions  for  planning  and  organization 
to  meet  and  answer  these  problems: 

First:  The  wide  variety  of  instructional  materials  avail- 
able makes  it  mandatory  that  teachers  be  selective;  learn- 
ing goals  should  determine  both  choice  and  functional  use 
of  instructional  materials. 

Second:  Many  materials  and  media,  both  print  and  non- 
printed,  when  used  in  combination,  greatly  increase  the 
probability  of  achieving  desired  learning  goals. 

Third:  The  instructional  process  can  be  greatly  strength- 
ened, enriched  and  improved  by  using  much  more  exten- 
sive materials  which  are,  or  can  be,  made  truly  available. 
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Fourth:  The  increasing  number  of  instructional  materials 
and  techniques  for  both  group  and  individual  learning  ex- 
periences offers  many  new  possibilities  for  creativity  and 
experimentation  in  teaching  and  learning. 

Fifth:  Teachers  need  to  achieve  greater  proficency  in  their 
abilities  to  evaluate,  select  and  use  various  instructional 
materials.  Increased  teacher  skills  and  performance  must 
depend  not  only  on  stronger  pre-  and  in-service  education 
but  also  on  proper  logistics  and  personal  support. 

Of  course,  if  principles  are  to  guide  practice,  they  must 
be  translated  into  working  functions.  Therefore,  this 
Department  has  determined  that  we  have  four  functions 
which  must  be  served: 

1.  A  pool  of  basic  and  specialized  instructional  materials 
must  be  readily  available  for  teacher  and  learner  use. 

2.  Teacher-in-service  experiences,  must  be  supplied  lead- 
ing to  improved  selection,  utilization  and  broad  ap- 
plication of  instructional  materials. 

3.  Supporting  services  for  maintenance,  distribution  and 
application  must  be  available. 

4.  Local  production  of  unique   materials  demanded  for 
effective  and  efficient  instruction  must  be  carried  on. 

Winston  Churchill  once  said,  "Out  of  intense  complex- 
ities, intense  simplicities  emerge.  " 

From  the  intense  complexities  of  instructional  needs,  an 
intense  simplicity  has  emerged:  The  Instructional  Materi- 
als Center  concept.  This  department  is  firmly  committed 
to  this   concept.    However,    in  order  to  implement  these 
four  functions  proper  budget   support,  at  least  at  the  level 
of  the  1970  appropriation,  must  be  maintained.  There  can 
be   no  doubt  that  audiovisual  materials  are  being  used 
extensively  to  enliven  and  strengthen  instruction  in  the 
Southbridge  public  schools.  Only  adequate  funding  will 
insure  the  forward  growth  of  this  vitally  important  service 
of  providing  the  teacher  with  an  array  of  tools  for  doing 
his  job  well. 
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REPORT  OF  MARY  E.  WELLS  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 


POSSIBLE  SOLUTION  TO  "THE  NEED  IS  YESTERDAY" 

For  the  past  two  years,  my  annual  reports  have  consisted 
mainly  in  stressing  the  overcrowdedness ,  the  needs  and 
the  lack  of  facilities  at  Mary  E.  Wells  Junior  High  School 
under  the   titles  of  "The  Need  is  Yesterday"  and  "Again, 
the  Need  is  Yesterday". 

There  are  just  so  many  ways  of  saying  that  a  school  is 
overcrowded,  that  many  of  the  basic  needs  and  facilities 
are  lacking. 

It  is  also  very  easy  to  point  out  these  shortcomings  and  to 
criticize  the  present  setup,  but  to  offer  remedial  measures 
and  their  impact  on  our  school  system  is  not  so  easy  and 
leaves  one  so  vulnerable  for  general  criticism. 

My  interest  in  my  home  town,  my  affiliation  with  the 
Southbridge  School  Department  for  32  years,  my  concern 
for  the  taxpayers,  and  my  major  and  prime  consideration 
for  an  adequate  and  sensible  preparedness  of  today's 
youth  for  tomorrow's  world  prompt  me  to  "stick  my  neck 
out"  and  offer  a  solution  to  our  present  needs  with  some 
foresight  to  the  solution  of  possible  future  school  problems. 

Due  to  the  lack  of  space  for  this  report,  it  is  impossible  to 
present  a  complete  plan.  Herein  I  will  confine  myself 
only  to  the  major  ideas  with  a  much  more  comprehensive 
detailed  report  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

First,  the  present  Wells  Junior  High  School  would  house 
Grades  4-5-6.  This  move  would  eliminate  the  Grade  4 
classrooms  from  the  elementary  schools  and  would  provide 
some  space  in  the  neighborhood  schools  for  Kindergarten 
Classes.  The  present  elementary  schools  would  then 
cater  to  Grades  K  to  3. 

The   educational  setup  of  these  middle  grades  at  the  pre- 
sent Wells  Junior  High  is  sound  and  would  provide  ample 
classroom  space   and   rooms   to  establish  more  modern 
educational  facilities. 

Second,    construct  a  sizeable  addition  of  18  to  2  0  class- 
rooms for  Grades  7  and  8  to  the  present  Junior  High  with 
a  divisible  gymnasium  and  a  modern  cafeteria,  the  gym- 
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nasium  (with  shower  facilities)  is  a  must  for  a  required 
physical  education  program  and  could  also  serve  as  a 
general  meeting  place  for  Grades  4  through  8  for  assemblies 
and  various  programs. 

The  modern  cafeteria  would  be  used  to  provide  meals  for 
all  pupils   in  Grades   4  through  8  and  also  serve  as  a 
central  distributing  center  for  all  elementary  schools.  The 
location  of  this  building  places  all  these  schools  approx- 
imately the  same  distance  from  Wells  Junior  High. 

Consideration  must  also  be  given  to  the  fact  that  this 
suggested  plan  on  Marcy  Street  would  be  in  close  proximity 
to  Notre  Dame  and  even  St.  Mary  schools  not  only  in  the 
probability  of  Parochial  School  phase-out,  but  especially 
in  the  eventuality  of  a  school  sharing  plan  between  Public 
and  Parochial  Schools  that  might  prevent  phase-out  and 
thereby  alleviate  the  taxpayers'  burden. 

Third,  the  purchase  of  the  Baker  property  at  the  corner 
of  Edwards  and  Marcy  Streets  would  add  considerable 
land  to  the  school  property  while  giving  more  direct  access 
to  Notre  Dame  School  for  purposes  mentioned  previously. 
The  Baker  property  buildings  would  provide  suitable 
quarters  for  the  Superintendent  of  Schools ,  for  other  central 
school  agencies,  and  for  central  school  storage. 

Fourth,  the  possibilities  of  modernizing  and  supplementing 
the   curriculum,    of  grouping   pupils,  or  introducing  pro- 
grams  and   activities   geared  to  the  level  of  the  pupils 
would  finally  become  a  reality  for  Grades  4-5-6  as  well 
as  for  Grades  7-8. 

Fifth,   the  expansion  of  Southbridge  High  School  into  the 
Cole  Trade  High  School  as  soon  as  the  Regional  Vocational 
School  is  completed  will  alleviate  the  overcrowded  condi- 
tions there  also. 

Before  criticizing  this  plan  immediately,  a  little  deliber- 
ation and  analysis  of  all  its  aspects  and  its  complexities 
plus  foresight  could  go  a  long  way  to  remedy  our  school 
situation   in  Southbridge   in  a  way  that  is  best  for  South- 
bridge  and  not  for  the  State  Building  Commission. 

In  conclusion,  I  certainly  would  be  remiss  in  my  duties 
if  I  did  not  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  the  members 
of  my  teaching  staff,  my  Assistant,  my  Guidance  Counselor 
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and  Secretaries  for  their  understanding  and  for  their  coop- 
eration  in  working  with  me  under  very  difficult  circum- 
stances.   It   is   my   sincere   hope  that  the  future  will  be 
much  brighter.

REPORT  OF  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 


Of  all  our  commitments  there  are  none  more  important  to 
the  elementary  schools   than  the  physical,  intellectual, 
emotional  and  moral  growth  of  all  our  children.  Our  elemen- 
tary school  program  strives  constantly  to  meet  these  goals. 

Our  curriculum  continues  to  change  as   needs  arise. Im- 
proved instruction  and  physical  facilities  are  in  evidence 
in  our  Special  Education  classes .  There  are  now  four  classes 
in  session.    A  primary  trainable  group  is  housed  at  East" 
ford  Road  School,    and   a  primary  educable  group  and  an 
Intermediate   educable  group  are    located    at  Pleasant 
Street  School.   An  intermediate   educable  group  of  older 
boys   moved   into  a  rented  facility  with  Charlton  Street 
school.  It  is  hoped  that  as  our  Special  Education  program 
continues  to  expand   in  the  future  that  a  coordinator  be 
appointed  to  work   on  curriculum   in  this  important  area. 
This  will  become  more  evident  in  the  very  near  future  when 
a  class  for  emotionally  disturbed  children  must  be  started 
under  state  law. 

The  Title  1  program  in  reading  and  mathematics  is  still 
active  throughout  the  town.  Ten  classes  involving  children 
from  both  public  and  parochial  schools  in  grades  1-4  were 
held  at  Pleasant  and  Charlton  Street  Schools  this  past 
summer.  For  the  first  time  this  year  elementary  guidance 
counseling  was  initiated  on  a  full  time  basis  under  Title 
1,  with  Mrs.  Alfreda  Brousseau,  elementary  guidance 
counselor  for  the  Southbridge  schools  as  advisor  and 
consultant.  Year  round  classes  in  reading  are  also  held 
at  Charlton  and  Pleasant  Street  schools  with  Mrs.  Camella 
Dintini  as  Title  1  coordinator. 
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Once  again,  the  Spalding  Phonics  in-service  course  for 
all  new  teachers,  teacher  aides  and  parents  was  held  at 
Eastford  Road  school  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Josette 
Dupius  and  Mr.  C.  Joseph  Montigny  as  coordinator. 

The  Title  111  program   in  Social  Studies  is  about  to  enter 
Phase  5,    with  Mr.    V.    James   Puracchio  as  coordinator. 
Supplementary  materials    in  geography  and  history  will 
be  added  to  all  grades  1-8,  thereby  adding  to  more  effec- 
tive teaching  techniques  in  these  areas. 

In  order  to  encourage   closer  home-school  cooperation, 
scheduled   parent -teacher  conferences  will  be  continued. 
A  committee  of  administrators,  teachers  and  parents  has 
been  formed  to  evaluate  and  recommend  an  effective  type 
of  reporting  pupil  progress  during  the  school  year. 

The  elementary  teachers  are  looking  forward  to  working 
with  Mr.  Francis  Flanagan  as  he  expands  our  Audio  Visual 
Aids  program.  The  instructional  media  center  at  Mechanic 
Street  School  will  be  a  valuable  reference  resource  center 
to  classroom  teachers ,  offering  more  diversified  materials 
in  this  important  area  of  instruction. 

The  elementary  principals  strongly  recommend  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  full-time  elementary  school  curriculum  supervi 
sor.  Since  our  elementary  schools  are  working  in  the 
direction  of  individualized  instruction,  it  is  becoming  more 
and  more  apparent  that  coordination  in  curriculum  planning 
among  the  schools  be  initiated.  This  is  especially  impor- 
tant in  the  total  reading  program  which  is  continually 
expanding  to  include  remedial  readers,  the  perceptual 
handicapped  and  those  youngsters  enrolled  in  classroom 
groups  still  requiring  assistance  and  for  enrichment  work. 

The  personnel  of  the  Southbridge  Elementary  Schools  would 
like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  parents  of  the 
children  fortheir  interest  and  cooperation  during  the  school 
year,  and  to  Dr.  Beattie  and  the  Southbridge  School  Com- 
mittee for  their  support  and  encouragement.
